Says another.Chicago paper: 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 27.— The 
most receptive of the receptiye candi- 
dates for governor of Illinois to succeed 
Governor Charles S. Deueen is Con- 
gressman George Edmund Foss, accord- 
ing to political folks who think they 
know a candidate when they see one. 
About twenty-five of his constituents 
journeyed to Washington last week to 
tell the congressman that they intended 
to put him in the running, and he is un- 
successful in restraining their enthu- 
siasm. It is reported that other del- 
egations are on the way. 

This does not mean that Mr. Fosb no 
longer is a candidate for United States 
senator to succeed Shelby M. Cullom. 
He is a senatorial candidate and also he 
is a candidate for- re-election. to congress 
next fall. The last time he ran he yvas 
a candidate for only two jobs— senator 
and representative— but this time he is 
going to play it across the board. 

Mr. Foss,. it is understood, thinks he 
has a better chance to be governor 'than 
senator. Senator Cullom is certain to 
be a candidate for re-election, and Foss 
is not one 6f. the foolhardy ones who 
would try to defeat your Uncle Shelby. 
Besides, he doesn't think it likely that 
the Republicans of tho state would Btand 
for two senators from Chicago, notwith- 
standing the fact that Senator Lorimer 
is 51 per cent a Democrat.

SO SAYS WAUKEGAN SUN 



Early Wednesday morning the badly 
mangled body of a man was discovered 
lying on the sideirig of the Sbo Line 
railroad near the crossing at SilverLake 
depot. 

It was with some- difficulty that the 
remaine were identified, but investi- 
gation proved' them to be those of 
David Rbohey of Camp Lake. 

At what time the accident occurred 
or by what train the unfortunate man 
might' have been struck is not known v 
and can not be ascertained, but it is the 
general supposition that it occurred 
some time during the early part of the 
previous evening. The exact details of 
the accident will always remain a mys- 
try- but it is thought that he was struck 
by the milk train on the main track and 
his body thrown onto the siding where 
it was later backed down upon by an ice 
train that was switching box cars, and 
mangled in the most terrible manner. 

Rooney had gone to Silver Lake some 
time during the day Tuesday, fpr the 
purpose of having some shoe repairing 
done, and after having spent the after- 
noon there he started to return to 
his home at Camp Lake in the early 
part of the evening. That was the 
last seen of him alive and the next 
morning his mangled remains were 
found. He in all probility having fail- 
ed to notice the. approach of the train, 
and meeting his death while on his 
homew.ard journey. 

Rooney was a man very well known 
in the vicinity of Wilmot and Camp 
Lake where his entire life has been 
spent. For the past number of years 
ho has been employed, at the various 
ice houses in the vicinity and was a 
person well liked by his fellow work- 
men and associates. 

Rooney was an unmarried man, 
about forty-six years of age. He has 
one brother John who resides at Camp 
Lake and one sisiter Mr3. Thos. Had- 
dican of Bristol.

And the fact that the meteo-what-do- 
you-call-it station gathers and is all 
crammed together and pushed into one 
mass into the annuel clitnatological ser- 
vice of the United States weather bu- 
reau, at Washington, where the grand 
dady of all weather prophets and seers 
lives— Willis L. Moore.

This Will be the Defeiisc of John Gut. 
higher in Coming Trial 

Attorney E. V. Orvis, of Waukegan 
for the first time since beirig retained as 
counsel for John Gallagher, the Wads- 
worth young man who is charged with 
having tried to kill Loretfca Doyle and 
her escort near Wadsworth on July 10 
last, gave out an idea of what Gallag- 
her's defense will be. 

Gallagher will claim in the trial which 
may start in 'circuit court, next week', 
that he was not anywhere near the place 
of shooting on the night in question 
which he and the others had attended. 
He will prove through his relatives that 
such. is the fact. 

As regards his disappearance the rfext 
day. after the shooting in which the 
pair nearly lost their lives, he contends 
that he had planned all summer to go 
into the Dakota wheat fields to work and 
that the 11th of July was the day set 
long before to leave. He accordingly 
left on that day and did not sneak away, 
merely taken a morning train as per 
original plans. 

He claims that he returned to 
Kenosho a few months later, that he 
went to Wadsworth several times, that, 
in place, as well as Kenosha, he fre- 
quently saw and talked to people he 
knewn, which, in his opinion, shows that 
he was not trying to hide himself. He 
states that he never went under an as- 
sumed name and in no way made effort to 
prevent himself being known and seen: 

He states that, following his. return 
to Kenosha he frequently attended 
dances where there were Waukegan and 
other Lake county men who knuw him 
well. 

The case against Henry Amann, for 
murder, is the first of the criminal crses : 
to be tried and that may be started 
Monday afternoon. The Gallagher 
ease will follow. 

Amann is the man charged with stab- 
bing to death •the little boy at Fort 
Sheridan a couple of years ago, the 
long delay in the trial being due to 
the fact that Amann had a dam- 
age case in the supreme court wherein , 
he had awarded a $3,500 judge against 
the Chicago City Railway company for 
personal injuriss and he awaited decision 
of .the high eourt in order to get monkey 
for defense in his murder trial. 

The plan is to go right ahead with 
the criminal cases the first week of 
court this term instead of letting them 
go over until the second or third week 
as has usually been done." 

TWO MEN BADLY INJURED 

In Accident. Monday Evening at Winthrop 
Harbor Coal Chutes. 

Two men were badly injured as the 
result of an accident on the Chicago and 
Northwestern railroad which occurred 
at the coal chutes at Win thro p Harbor 
Monday evening at 12:30 o'clock when 
two cars broke loose from the train and 
dropped- thirty feet to the ground. 

The injured men are: 

Otto Weiald, conductor, 30 years old, 
muscles of back badly strained; bruised 
chest, perhaps fractured rib; other 
minor bruises. 

William Hanson, brakeman, 21 years 
old, bad cut at base of skull; bruise over 
right eye: severe bruises on each elbow: 
severe bruise on thigh; left ankle 
sprained. 

Both men were picked up in an un- 
conscious condition and were placed 
aboard a specially made up train and 
rushed to Waukegan, where they were 
removed to the Jane McAlister hospital. 
Dr. E. Ford Gavin, physician for the 
railroad company, was summoned and 
cared for the men's injuries. He da- 
clares that while the condition of the 
two men is perious that he does not 
think that their- injuries will prove 
fatal. 

She accident occurred in rather a pe- 
culiar manner. Weiald was standing at 
the top of the chutes, signalling for the 
engineer to back his train up the incline. 
Hanson was standing on top of one of 
the cars. 

When the first two cars reached the 
top of the incline it appeared that the 
engineer did not stop his engine quickly 
enough and as a result the end of tl e 
first car tore through the partition at 
the rear of the chutes and dropped to 
the ground. Another car followed, each 
breaking loose from the rest of the 
train. 

Hanson was. hurled to the ground by 
the force of the shock. Weiald was 
partly crushed between one of the cars 
and the side of the chute. He fell un- 
conscious to the ground. Dr. Gavin de- 
clares that both men escaped death in a 
miraculous manner.

Slanderous Cards Sent to the 

Mother of a Waukegan 

Society Girl 



CALL SECRET SERVICE MAN 



Parents of Girl Insulted Refuse to Prose- 
cute Anonymous Assassin, tfut Will 
on Second Offese 




There is one girl in Waukegan who 
can thank a level headed father and 
mother who were disposed to be merci- 
ful for the fact that she was not within 
a few days arrested and held by United 
States secret service men for the alle'g- . 
ed sending of improper postals through 
the United States mails. 

As it is the lesson of the narrow es- 
cape will probably be a salutory one 
that will keep others from falling into 
the same snufe. 

The objectionable postal cards were 
two in number and were 'mailed "in, the' 
Waukegan office at difierent times to 
the mother of a Waukegan girl of a very ' 
prominent family. * 

They never readied the, woman to 
whom they were addressed because .the 
postal authorities at once took them- out 
of the mails in the post office and put 
two secret service operatives on the 
track of the sender. 

One- postal card, addressed to the 
mother of the girl asserted that the 
young woman had been confined in a'. 
Chicago hospital for a disgraceful thing.'. 
The other intimated that. the incident 
was to be repeated. 

There .was hot a shred or trace of 
truth in the contents of either postal • 
card, the parents and friends assert 
positively. 

The Chicago secret service men on 
being detailed to the case went to Wau- 
kegan to see the girl's parents. Calling, 
on the prominent familyithey urgcci that 
the family prosecute the offending", 
sender of the unsigned and anonymous 
cards to the limit, which would have 
meant a large sized scandal for Wauke- 
gan. 

The plan was that the parents would 
get a sample of the handwriting of the 
one they suspected of sending the cards 
and then experts would determine, 
whether or not the girl under siisuicioh 
was the same writer who sent tlie cards 

The parents, after thinking arid. talk- 
ing the matter over with their intimate 
friends, agreed that they would not 
prosecute, but that they would hand out, 
the story to be published, so that the 
unknown writer of the cards would read 
it and take warning. 

"We do not charge that the girl we 
suspect actually wrote and addressed 
the cards," said the father, who is very 
prominent socially, "and there is not a 
shred of djrect evidence, but there are 
things in the past that would lead us to 
suspect only one person. 

"Our daughter is never out of our 
sight and is blameless of any wrong of 
any kind. The postal cards contained 
the foulest kind of slander against her 
good name, and we, would be justified; 
in taking the strongest kind of meas- 
ures against the sender, whoever she is.. 
As it is, we think the warning will be 
'salutary and desire to say that another 
card will mean only one thing for us — 
prosecution to the limit. 

"We believe that the cards were in-< 
spired by a woman with whom we 
urged our daughter-in-law to break as- 
sociations socially and .were sent in a 
spirit of pure revenge and spite towards 
her to wreck the reputation of one near 
and dear to us. We are glad that they' 
did not accomplish their mission, thanks 
to the vigilance of Uncle Sam and the 
post office and are willing to forget as 
matters stand. "

Washington. — Gilford Plnchot, tak- 
ing the witness stand at the Bal- 
liugor-Plnchot inquiry, Saturday read 
a statement to tho committee, beforo 
giving his testimony, in which ho 
charged Secretary Balllnger with 
falsohood and disloyalty to President 
Toft, and declared that Mr: Balllnger 
should be dismissed from the service; 
Tho Introduction of Mr. Plnchot's 
sensational statement was followed by 
the swearing of the former forester 
as a witness. 

Tlie statement which Mr. Plnchot 
read with dramatic effect outlined . the 
story which he expects to relate in 
detail beforo his testimony is com- 
pleted. 

"When this story has been told," 
said Mr. "Plnchot without raising his 
voico or Indicating that he regarded it 
other than a mere matter-of-fact 
preface, "and i tho witnesses whom I 
shall ask you to call havo been heard, 
you will realize that the Interests of 
the people are not safe in Mr. Bal- 
llnger'a hands, and that the country 
will demand of this committee a ver- 
dict In harmony with the general con- 
viction that the secretary bf the in- 
terior has been unfaithful both to the 
public, whose property ho has en- 
dangered, and to the president, whom 
he' has deceived." 

Plnchot declared he would show 
that Balllnger entered offlce with tho 
clear purpose of overturning the 
Roosevelt policy of safe-guarding wa- 
ter power slteB and spoke of the Im- 
perative duty of "getting rid of an un- 
faithful public servant" 
1 The conservation movement begun 
under tho administration of President 
Roosevelt was progressing splendidly 
up to the time that President Taft and 
Secretary Balllnger camo Into office, 
declared Mr. Plnchot. He charged 
that In less than a month thereafter 
Secretary Balllnger had practically 
broken the backbone of tho central 
Idea of tho conservation movement by 
restoring previously withdrawn water 
power sites to the public domain and 
laying them open to private appropria- 
tion and monopolistic control. 

Tho restorations by Mr. Balllnger 
were made without any Investigation 
of the subject whatever, said Mr. Pln- 
chot, nnd he charged too .secretary 
with having deliberately ordered the 
officers of tho reclamation service, 
against their will, to recommend that 
some of the restorations should be 
made. 

. Concerning the Glavis charges In 
tho Cunningham coal cases Mr. Pln- 
chot said: 

"I shall show you . how tho forest 
service became Involved In these 
cases and how Glavis submitted facts 
to. me. I believed then, as I believe 
now, that he told the truth. 

"I am convinced now, as I was 
whea lie came to me, that Glavis was 
a faithful public servant and that the 
"facts which ho presented prove that 
Mr. Balllnger has been unfaithful to 
his trust as a servant of the people 
and as the guardian of public prop- 
erty of enormous value." 



PACKERS UNDER IN DICTMENT 

CONSPIRACY 18 CHARGED BY NEW, 
JERSEY JURY. 



Six Corporations, Including the Na- 
tional Packing Company and 21 
Directors Are Named. 



New York.-rWhon tho grand jury 
of Hudson pounty filed a blanket In- 
dictment In Jersey City Friday charg- 
ing a criminal conspiracy in restraint 
of trade, tho heaviest blow yet struck 
against the beef trust by. way of pun- 
ishment for arbitrarily raising tho 
price of meat and poultry was admin- 
istered. 

Six corporations, including the 
parent organization, the National 
Packing Company and 21 Individual 
directors, wero named In tho con- 
spiracy charge. 

Most of tho individuals indicted are 
millionaires of Chicago, Kansas- City 
and St Louis. Many of tlie names 
best known in the' packing industry 
are Included in tho conspiracy 
charged. All will bo arrested as soon 
as the authorities can locato them 
unless they surrender of their 6wn ac- 
cord. They will be extradited to Jexv 
sey City and held on ballfor an early 
trial. 

Tho corporations Indicted are: The 
National Packing Company, Armour 
& Co.; Swift & Co.. 'Morris & Co., tho 
Hammond' Packing Company, the G. 
H. Hammond Company. 

The individual directors indicted 
and liable on conviction to heavy 
fine and imprisonment are: 

J. Ogden Armour, A. Watson Ar- 
mour, Louis FV Swift, Edward F. 
Swift Charles H. Swift, Edward H.

Philadelphia.— One hundred thousand 
members of labor unions In this city 
will go on strlko next Saturday In 
sympathy with the street car men. 

The general strike was ordered Sun- 
day by 700 wildly enthusiastic dele- 
gates from 140 locals, who had met 
to decide the next stop in the trolley 
men's battle, which, for the post two 
or three days has been going against 
them.

This calmer counsel was . accepted, 
after the first blaze of enthusiasm had 
quieted a bit, and the date was Bet for 
Saturday,

Uncle Sam Leads the World as an 
Exporter of the Weed — Some In- 
teresting Figures. 



Washington. — More than one billion 
dollars' worth of tobacco and 
manufactures of tobacco ^avo passed 
through tho ports of tho United 
States since' 1890, tho valuo of 
the export from the country dur- 
ing that period having aggregated 
$640,000,000 and the Imports Into tho 
country $386,000,000. Theso figures 
are exclusive of trade passing be* 
tween the United States and its non- 
contiguous territories, which showed 
in 1900 alone cigars, and other to- 
bacco brought in from Porto Rico val- 
ued at $5,750,000 and shipments of to- 
bacco to Alaska, Hawaii and Porto 
Rico valued at nearly $2,000,000. 

Tho United States leads tho world 
as an exporter of tobacco, having sup- 
plied over $41,000,000 worth In a total 
of approximately $150,000,000 worth 
of* tobacco and manufactures which 
entered international markets last 
year.

Suffragists Plan to Charm the Senate 3 




WASHINGTON.— The annual na- 
tional, convention of women suf- 
fragists, which will be held In .Wash- 
Ington (bo week of April 14, will be 
Iho most notable gathering of Its kind 
In point of numbers and personnel that 
ever has taken place In this country. 

Never beforo have women of such 
wealth and social position Journeyed 
to the national capltol to press their 
cause. Their presence will be cele- 
brated by Washington society with a 
round of socjal functions. Many of 
the society delegates will wear their 
most fetching toilettes to the conven- 
tion and they hope to convert many 
statesmen by showing thorn that It Is 
not only the masculine typo of women 
who wants tho ballot. 

There Is another and more potent 
reason for the fair suffragists wearing 
their moBt elaborate continues. For 
the first time the women delegates will 
appear in person before the' senate.) 
They will pronent to the upper house 
of congress tho giant petition for 
which names have been gathered for 
several -years from overy state In the 
union. Tho petition praying for uni- 
versal suffrage contains more than 
' 1,000.000 names. 

Mrs! Clarence II. Mackay, president 
of tho Equal Franchise society, will 



be one of the delegates. Mrs. Oliver 
H. P. Belmont will be one of tnerepV 
resontatatlves of the Political Equal- 
ity association. 

Many suffragists in New York have 
become greatly exercised over the re- 
cent meeting held by Mrs. Belmont at 
the Mount Olivet Baptist church, at 
which she took many negro women 
Into her organization. It has caused 
many to speculate as to the possibility 
of enfranchising the negro women of 
the southern states. Many letters have 
been exchanged during tho past week 
between the Now York women and the 
suffragist workers In the south dis- 
cussing the manner in which tho col- 
ored women's vote can ha eliminated 
"if we got the vote!" 

"Yes," said Mrs. Ida Husted Harper, 
"It is true that the southern women 
wish to bar the colored woman from 
voting. But as the' national associa- 
tion stands for universal suffrage at 
all times and in all places, we cannot 
countenance this- action of the south- 
ern women. The southern. states that 
belong to the national association are 
Georgia, Kentucky, Louisiana, Missis- 
slsBlppl, Missouri, Maryland and Ten- 
nessee.". 

Mrs. Belmont gave out tho following 
statement regarding her stand on the 
matter; ' \ 

"Ldo not consider, the. suffrage ques- 
tion a social question in any sense of 
the word. It Is purely a political ques- 
tion and must only be considered as 
such. The matter of political equal- 
ity has no connection with social equal- 
ity. I think each state has the right 
to B'ettlo this matter for itself."'

Senate Committee Report Railroad 
Bill Without Proviso Limiting Jur- 
isdiction of Commerce Court. 

Washington.— -Senator Aldrlch Fri- 
day won his fight in the senate com- 
mittee on interstate commerce to keep 
out of the administration railroad bill 
a . proviso that will .limit the Jurisdic- 
tion of the proposed court of com- 
merce to the power now conferred on 
circuit courts of tho United States. 
' If this victory can be clinched In the 
light that is coming on the floor of the 
senate, the now bill will open up to 
tho corporations such opportunities 
for protracted litigation as practically 
to nullify the advantages of the pro- 
posed, court of commerce. In point of 
fact, the whole plan of tho president 
for a court of commerce Is declared 
to be endangered by this insistence of 
Senator Aldrlch upon a broad court 
review. 

Moreover, If Aldrlch wins his. fight 
for a broad court review of all the ad- 
ministrative acts of the interstate com- 
merce commission there Is danger that 
most of tho practical benefits of the 
Hepburn bill will go by the board, 
because of tho opportunity that will 
be furnished to the railroads for Inter- 
minable litigation.

The department of agriculture at 
Washington has Issued a report show- 
ing that tho number of useful animals 
more than equals the population of the 
earth.

Meanwhile 2,000,000 . cnmels could 
campaign In their familiar conditions 
of deserts and dry places and 900,000 
hardy reindeer could sweep the north- 
ern climes. _' 

There are, as nearly na can be es- 
timated, 1,600,000,000 useful animals In. 
the world, Including, In addition , to 
those mentioned, enormous numbers of 
cattle and- hogs. 

The. United States leads In the num- 
ber of swine, with about 50,000,00— a 
third of all In tho world. ' Australia 
leads, with, sheep— 88,000,000, the 
United States being third with 
57,000,000. 

European Russia and tho United 
StateB are about oven on horses, with 
about 25,000,000 . each ; . moro than half 
the mules aro here. British India Is 
tho principal habitat of tho goat; there 
aro 30,000,000, there. Tho camel Is 
usually associated with Egypt, but 
but thore are only 175,000 there, 
against 700,000 in Asiatic Russia.

Managua, Nicaragua. — Tho govern- 
ment reports a decisive victory over 
tho insurgents at Tlpltapa.

Tho dead and wounded will number 
nearly 1,500, according to reports;

Tho hospitals are surrounded by 
weeping women and relatives of the 
soldiers begging admittance. The 
scene throughout the city is pitiful 
in tho extreme. 

Despite tho reports of disaster Gen. 
Chamorro Is still uncaptured and the 
government is strangely apprehensive 
lest ho appear with a new force at 
some unexpected point.

Time, and again her chums endeav- 
ored to tempt her with a "sirloin, well 
done," or a brown turkey drumstick, 
but she resisted the temptation. 

"Do you know, it often strikes me 
so funny," said Miss Kress, with a 
laugh, "to see people gorging the 
carcass of some dead animal or fowl 
down their throats. It is repulsive to 
me. 

."Why kill living things for food 
when the earth is bo generous with 
her bounty of healthful, nourishing 
food?" 

"Do you believe In vegetarianism be- 
cause It is healthful or because it is 
humane?" she was asked. 

"Both," she answered. 

"Do you wear plumes or feathers?** 

"Oh, no; that would be Inconsist- 
ent." 

"Is not the human alimentary canal 



so constructed as to be able to digest 
meat and fat?" she was questioned. 

"Fat, not meat," was the. answer. 
"Butter is fat, too. Then, it must be 
remembered that wheat and nuts con- 
tain a groat deal of fat 

"The ancient Greeks, who attained 
the highest point in the development 
of the human form and who gave so 
much to the world that is beautiful 
and artistic, subsisted almost entire- 
ly upon vegetable food. Flesh food 
was a luxury to them, and when they 
ate meat abundantly they began to de- 
generate." 

"Do you find your light food nour- 
ishing and satisfying?" she was 
asked. 

"Do I look as if I were underfed?"

These attacks 
are not always made or directed by 
strikers, but there is reason to believe 
that often they are the leaders or plan- 
ners, if not participants in them. Phila- 
delphia just now is experiencing an un- 
usual outbreak of the mob spirit, due to 
the strike of the street car men there. 
Reports show the most disgraceful and 
brutal acts on the part of the strikers or 
their sympatizers. Cars have been 
stoned aud passengers injured. Cars 
have also been held up and burned in the 
streets. There is no possible excuse for 
this lawlessness. The men and boys en- 
gaged in it are dangerous criminals, and 
as fast as they can be apprehended and 
convicted should be sent to prison. The 
public has no right to sympathize* with 
such outrages, and it is the duty of the 
authorities to suppress them with a 
strong hand-

The meat boycott has gone the way 
of many other spasmodic popular re- 
forms. If anybody is still refraining 
from indulgence in meat with a veiw to 
bringing down the price of it the news 
should be broken to him as gently as 
possible that he might as reasonably 
economize in the use of matches to 
avoid a future lumber famine.

Then, again, the 
American people don't know how to live 
without meat or on even the cheaper 
cuts of meat Further, while the boy- 
cotters were starving their stomachs 
the packers could chuck their products 
into cold storage and wait They were 
not worried, though, of course, they 
would rather have the good will than 
the ill will of their customers and con- 
sumers. Once more the boycott as a 
weapon for redressing grievances has 
failed. It is a clumsy, dangerous weapon, 
anyhow, and the sooner it is entirely 
discarded the better for society.

Spokane, -"Wash.— Over fifty lives 
have been lost, it Is fenred, In two 
.great snow-slides Sunday night which 
brought dismay to tho mining towns 
of tho rich Coeur d'Alene district in 
northern Idaho. ) 

A snowsllde swept down tho .moun- 
tain, striking tho little town of Mace 
and burying 25 houses and their sleep- 
ing occupants in a mass of snow and 
Ice at the bottom of' the canyon. 

A few hours later another slide 
rushed down on the town of Burke, 
crushing a score of houses under. thou- 
sands of tons of earth and snow. 

Fourteen bodies have been recov- 
ered from the nujns of Mace; 15 dead 
have been found at Durke. How many 
remain buried can only be guessed at. 
There Is fear that the number of 
dead at "Burke may be even larger 
than that at Mace. Every man who 
can be spared from the rescue work 
at Mace has been appealed to. Doc- 
tors were rushed from Wallace on spe- 
cial trains. 

From the foot or the Anchor mine 
plant to the Catholic church, about 
half a mile, the slide Is 30 feet deep. 

When the alarm spread through tho 
mining camp that Mace had been al- 
most wiped out by an avalanche, 
mothers, wives and children of miners 
employed at the Hecla. Hercules 
and Anchor mines, and caretaker at 
the Old Tlger-Poormnn mine began to 
seek places' of safety. 

Wives and families of miners who 
had responded to appeals from Mace 
were unable to move, and these may 
have been buried In the snow. 

Because of tho larger population of 
Burke, about 900, the houses were 
closer together. 

Old-timers In the Coeur d'Alene dis- 
trict had been sounding daily warn- 
ings to Mace, Burke and Black Hoar 
that because of the record depth of 
the snow, slides were Imminent. For 
16* winters these towns have escaped 
devastating slides and so strong had 
the confidence of the mine residents 
been that their homes and families 
were safe that no precautions had 
been taken. 

Seven hundred men with pick and, 
shovel, who were hurried to tho' 
scene of the accident on special trains 
from Wallace and other near-by min- 
ing towns, are digging desperately in 
the hope of rescuing more survivors. 

Thursday night a snow and land- 
slide snuffed out the lives of three 
prospectors "and a woman at Avery, a 
small town on . the Milwaukee road' 
near the Montana line. All were in 
the cabin at dinner when the snow 
descended.

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Financial Loss Through Tuberculosis. 
Based on the census of 1900, It Is 
estimated by the National Association 
for the Study and Prevention of Tu- 
berculosis that nearly 100,000 children 
now in school will die of tuberculosis 
before they are 18 years of age, or 
that about C.400 die .annually from 
this disease Estimating that on an 
average each child who dies of tuber- 
culosis has had six years of schooling, 
the aggregate loss to tho country In 
wasted education each year amounts 
to $1,152,000. According to Investiga- 
tions made in New York, Boston and 
Stockholm, the percentage of children 
who are afflicted with tuberculosis is 
much larger than tho death rate would 
indicate.

I am sending a rough drawing pat- 
terned mostly after our horse barn,

This barn is intended for a farm of 
from two to "four hundred acres where 
from eight to fourteen horses are kept 
and several colts are raised each year. 

The main barn la 30x5C feet, and the 



10x10 feet The boxes are made with 
double chutes and two grain boxes, so 
can be used for two horses when nec- 
essary. 

There Is a room for work harnesses.

When the colt is a few days old I 
put a strong, pliable halter on Its 
head, but never try to lead it at first, 
simply put the halter on every day 
until it does not care for it.

*- iucer iiie coTT Is thoroughly accus- 
tomed to the halter, put a rope on tho 
* -halter and pull just a little and ho 

will soon learn to come when you 

pull on tho rope. 

When leading him around 'out of 
doors hold to the chin piece of the 
halter so as to keep him from rearing 
. up, as he will likely do. 

I believe in teaching colts to wear 
harness very young. Of course It 
should be very light harness. 

At weaning time put a strong hal- 
tor on the colt; tie him to the mangor 
and watch him bo as to teach him 
not to break loose. If he pulls back 
speak kindly to hhn and pat him and 
ho will soon quit and stand. quietly. 
, When ho Is broken to stand hitched 
put lines on him, but walk at his 
shoulders at first so as. to keep him 
from getting frightened. Every : time 
you take him out walk further back 
until you can walk behind him and 
teach, him to turn bacK at your voice. 

f)rlve the colt around the house and 
barn, showing him papers; drive him 
through water, show him umbrellas, 
and, in fact, most everything that he 
la likely to see when traveling around 
bo he will not be afraid of them when 
he becomes grown. 
When about one year old tho regular 



single harness may be put on the colt 
Leavo It on him for a few hours so 
as to got him used to the crupper, and 
when you come Into the stable again 
speak to him gently and take the har- 
ness off, pulling the backhand all the' 
way down to the tall gently and then 
ho will not bo afraid of it. 

When the colt is qulto young teach 
him to .stop and start at your com- 
mand and then when; he Is first put 
in harness to work he. will know what 
you mean when you want him to stop 
or start.

URGED TO BUILD 

BELT LINE SPUR 

Acting on rumors to the effect that 
the .district between Waukegan and 
Rondout, north and soiith, and between 
Waukegan and a little beyond Warren- 
ton, east and west, i'b to bo the scene of 
a future great industrial development of 
a kind the nature of which is not '-yet 
I known, a citizen proposed a Belt line 
' spur for Waukegan and west of Wau- 
kegan so that city would be in a position 
to do its share of the development to 
c/jme. 

"I will be one of a syndicate to build' 
a spur line from the Belt line to the ter-
